The atmosphere is permeated with psy- 


chological thought currents, impressing 
their influence upon the human mind of the 
necessity for correct breathing. However 
the scientific and philosophical reason why 
this should be better understood has not 
received due consideration. 


The Lungs. 


The lungs may be termed the bellows of 
the human organism or animal machine, for 
by supplying the system with oxygen they 
act in the same manner as the bellows when 
employed by the mechanic to force oxygen 
through the fire for the purpose of increas- 
ing the heat. The life in the body may then 
be considered as a species of ignition kept 
up by the direct action of the brains and 
lungs, and the human body may be consid- 
ered as an animal laboratory furnished with 
a variety of organs, the secretions of which 
are all dependent on chemical affinity, which 
is really under the influence of heat. 


The lungs consist of a series of continu- 
ally dividing and subdividing tubes, com- 
mencing from the wind pipe in the throat, 
and ending in numbers of small cells, filled 
with air, taken in with each breath. On the 
surface of these cells is the impure blood, 
containing the waste material which has 
found its way back to the heart through the 
veins, through which a constant purification 
is taking place. Oxygen, the life-giving 
force and gas of the air, is absorbed, which 
changes the dark, impure blood into bright, 
vermillion red that again returns to the 
heart, to be pumped out and sent circulating 
as a nourishing stream throughout the body, 
while part of the gaseous waste material 
passes into the lungs, and is discharged 
with each breath as carbonic acid and wa- 
ter. It is this waste material given off from 
the lungs, which makes an overcrowded 
room so unhealthy. 

The blood purified by the lungs is pumped 
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out of the heart through a large tube, the 
aorta, running along the backbone straight; 
down the trunk. It gives off branches in 
every direction, some upward through the 
neck to the head, some down each arm, 
some to the various organs in the abdomen, 
and still others down each lower limb. 
These branches, one and all, continue to 
divide and subdivide, becoming smaller and 
smaller, till at the very end they spread 
cut into a net work of small tubes, through 
the walls of which blood oozes, bathing the 
tissues and supplying nutriment. It is here 
thaf the waste material is drawn into the 
vessels, which now become drains. These 
continually unite, becoming larger and 
larger, veing going from all parts through 
the legs, arms, neck and body, to form two 
large veins in the trunk, corresponding to 
the large arteries, and entering the large 
chamber of the heart. From here the fluid 
passes to the lungs to be purified, before 
returning to the heart, whence it again 
issues in a nourishing stream through the 
arteries. The heart is practically the pump, 
which keeps in action.a great system of irri- 
gation and sewerage, whereby the tissues 
of which the body is composed, are kept 
bathed, like a great meadow, with the 
nourishing blood as it leaves the heart, and 
goes through the various blood channels or 
arteries outwards. Thus it will be seen that 
if sufficient oxygen and other life-giving 
properties contained in the atmosphere are 
not taken into the lungs at each breath the 
blood is not purified and is carried back 
through the system, poisoning and pro- 
ducing disease. Is it a wonder, then, in 
view of the ignorance concerning this sub- 
ject that tuberculosis or white plague and 
other diseases are so prevalent in the 
destruction of human life. Breath should 
always be taken through the nostrils, and 
the SreLLAaR Ray emphasizes an eminent 
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physician's remarks when asked how to 
ensure good health, which was “Keep your 
mouth shut, and breathe properly.” 


How to Breathe. 


We read that God created man ind 
breathed into his nostrils the breath of 
life, not into his mouth. The following 
method of breathing, if practiced persis- 
tently until it becomes habitual, will bring 
surprising results in the way of increased 
vitality, mental activity, buoyancy of spirits, 
improved digestion, better circulation, and 
a general freedom from aches and pains. 

This effect will be due to the fact that 
once sluggish blood has been purified and 
thoroughly oxygenized causing it to flow 
readily on its mission of vitalizing the 
structure in which it moves. Begin right 
breathing by conscicusly relaxing all nerv- 
ous tention and directing the mind to the 
process of breathing; observe that the 
breath is inhaled always through the nose. 
Inhale slowly, firmly and deeply. Expand 
first the walls of the abdomen by filling the 
abdominal air passages, then those of the 
lungs and chest, as full as can be done with 
comfort, retain for “a few seconds, then 
slowly exhale, first exhausting the lower 
air passages and then the lungs; inhale 
again, retain the air as before, then exhale, 
steadily controlling the breath. 

With this practice several times each day 
the breathing will become -rhythmic and 
forceful; the air will penetrate and inflate 
unused cellular tissue, the blood being puri- 
fied and rarified by deep regular respiration, 
magnetized by the thought concentration, it 
will enter brain cells before unused, causing 
dormant faculties to become active. 

Wonderful are the sleeping powers of 
mankind, which may be awakened through 
conscious, forceful, rhythmic breathing with 
the mind open to realize that breath is life- 
—God-like in its possibilities. 


The strange case of a man whose mind 
is a blank when he is completely conscious, 
and who is intelligent. during hypnotic 
sleep, is greatly interesting American psy- 
chologists. This man had evidently suf- 
fered severe injuries to his head, and was 
taken to the Newhaven Hospital, Connecti- 
cut. He knew nothing, not even his name 
and address. The surgeons hypnotized 
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him and questioned him. He then gave his 
name and other details, many of which have 
since been verified. He is a well-educated 
German named Olsen. Even in the hypno- 
tic sleep he cannot give the name of his 
wife and her whereabouts, and it is only on 
some points that the man gives perfectly 
correct answers. An amazing part of the 
affair is that on awakening from the hyp- 
notic influence his mind again becomes a 
blank, but that with hypnotic treatment he 
is, apparently, greatly improving. Investi- 
gation shows that Olsen worked and lived 
with his wife and child until six months 
ago at the addresses in New York which he 
furnished when he was hypnotized. Dr. 
Diefendorf is sanguine that by means of 
repeated appeals to the patient’s sub-con- 
sciousness his memory will be completely 
restored. The authorities are now search- 
ing for Olsen's family.—Health Record.

How to Abolish Disease, 


Summary of a Lecture Delivered Before 
the Psycho-Therapeutic Society on 
Oct. 19, 1908, in London, Eng.

* * * Of course, we are dealing with 


a big thing when we talk of the “Abolition 
of Disease,” but big things must not fright- 
en us. We must attack them boldly. There 
is a Chinese saying that if you aim at a 
barn you will hit something big; therefore, 
we must aim at this big thing—Disease— 
and we shall abolish some of it, at all 
events. Sir James Crichton-Browne talked 
of demolishing diseases “one by one” until 
we had a clean bill of health, but we here 
would not be quite satisfied with this pro- 
cess. We would aboilish, if possible, many 
diseases at one sweep, and with radical 
means. Now, what is disease, and what 
does it imply? Briefly, it is a departure 
from the normal health, and it implies at 
the present day a great mass of human 
suffering and tens of thousands of pounds 
spent on hospitals and smaller institutions, 
whilst these hospitals are vying with each 
other as to which can boast the greatest 
number of out-patients and in-patients; this 
implies sickness in thousands of homes and 
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a frightful amount of human misery ac- 
companying it all. 

Now, what has pure science done in the 
matter of abolishing disease? A very great 
deal. By its teachings of general sanita- 
tion and hygiene it has practically abolished 
many fevers, such as typhus, etc. Of the 
latter I, personally, have only seen one case, 
and that in my early student days. Typhoid 
fever also is gradually but surely being 
eliminated from our midst. Smallpox is 
hiding its head—or, rather, being banished 
altogether—owing to the prosecution of 
hygienic measures—not to vaccination. 
Science has also been the cause of modify- 
ing many other diseases, and so limiting 
their danger. But, on the other hand, al- 
though it has done all this, some of us 
think, in the face of this continued mass 
of disease, that, alone, it is too limited in 
its activities. More than that, we actually 
think that it has retarded, in some ways, 
the progress of medicine. T allude especial- 
ly to vivisection. By this method we 
believe that its workers have been losing 
sight of the larger issues by limiting their 
researches—researches which have even- 
tuated in the discovery of so-called facts, 
which have had tg be denied a year or less 
after! Therefore, I submit to you tonight 
that other forces must be brought into 
requisition in this grand—and, I may say, 
almost sacred—quest of the Abolition of 
Disease. Moral forces must be brought 
into action; religious forces must be 
brought into play. 

And, in confirmation of this, may I draw 
your attention to one phase of religion and 
sociology which is being preached and 
taught so much in the present day, and 
also accepted amongst all cultured and edu- 
cated people. I allude to the idea of the 
Unity of Life and the so-called Brother- 
hood of Man, and by the realization of 
these ideals are we not approaching a 
point in time when this great mass of suf- 
fering and disease will become intolerable? 
We shall not tolerate it in our midst in the 
good time coming—when the pain of one 
will be the pain of all! The suffering of 
one man, though he be at the Antipodes, 
will appeal to us here because of the very 
fact of the Brotherhood of Man, and, there- 
fore, his suffering must be ours also. We 
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shall get rid of much of the separateness 
of life, and be far more intimately con- 
cerned with the troubles and sufferings of 
not our own friends and relations only, but 
also of the whole of mankind, just in the 
same way as some other evils are becoming 
intolerable, not to be tolerated, as, for in- 
stance, war. We have come to the idea— 


' or are fast coming to it—that war is not to 
be tolerated amongst civilized beings; so,., 
too, i a more golden time, will it be in | 


regard to disease; and it will behoove medi- 
cal men generally to extend their sphere 
of operations, and, if necessary, to improve 
themselves off the face of the earth, in 
their fight against disease. We ‘are custo- 
dians—or are supposed to be—of the pub- 
lic health, and just in proportion as we do 
not bring into play all the forces possible 
for the promotion of the general health, so 
are we recreant to the high trust which has 
been placed in our hands. 

But in many phases of treating disease 
we have not, I fear, been as active as we 
might have been. I allude, of course, to 
the prosecution of psycho-therapeutics, 
magnetic healing, diet treatment, nature 
cures, etc., and in consequence of this neg- 
lect there has grown up in our midst a 
great number of societies, institutions, etc., 
run by lay people, which have for their 
object the procuring of health by these and 
other methods. We have, indeed, in our 
midst, growing up all around, guilds of 
health, the Psycho-Therapeutic Society, in- 
stitutions for electric treatment, nature cure 
establishments, etc., whilst many individual 
laymen have laid themselves out as teach- 
ers of diet, physical culture, etc. 

Now, we wish to inquire, what are the 
immediate and present forces which we can 
bring into play for the reduction, and ulti- 
mate abolition of disease. In the first place, 
the conditions of labor must be still more 
ameliorated and improved. It is certain 
that we cannot have a healthy race of men 
if the industrial conditions are inimical. 
There are some hundreds of deaths annual- 
ly in our commercial districts due to special 
trade conditions. There are still many 
faulty conditions of labor in factories, etc., 
to say nothing of men and women being 
allowed to wotk too many hours per day. 
I would also have instituted af series of 
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hospitals for Health, not for Disease. At 
these institutions I would have properly 
qualified teachers, to inculcate the .very 
basic principles of health, and where all the 
poor people especially could attend to be 
taught how to keep well. At present there 
is too much talk of Disease and not enough 
of Health. Here is a grand field of philan- 
thropists. The medical man, too, must not 
be so modest; he must come out into the 
open more and teach the people of the close 
association of disease with immorality and 
intemperance of all kinds. You cannot dis- 
associate disease from wrong ‘living. You 
may cure temporarily, for instance, the con- 
dition of delirium tremens, but you are not 
curing the man himself; you are not mak- 
ing him whole, and he is just as likely, 
unless you do this, to still be a burden to 
others and to himself in the future. Unless 
you have appealed with effect to his moral 
nature—in other words, unless you have 
made him a temperate man, you have not 
really cured him. There is a change com- 
ing along in this respect. We often see 
now medical men, some of them well 
known, being asked to come to lay lectures, 
P. S. A. addresses, etc., and even to take 
services in some of our churches. The 
principle will come more and more into 
vogue as we see clearer, and acknowledge 
this idea of the intimate relation of Reli- 
gion and Disease. 

One more thing I would like to see 
altered, and that is the wholesale treatment 
of the poor in our hospitals. No such in- 
stitution for the treatment of disease should 
be built in the midst of bricks and mortar 
and microbes and vitiated air, such as we 
get in London and other big centers, to say 
nothing of the pernicious fogs. All such 
buildings should be just outside a town or 
city and upon high ground where practic- 
able; and an easy transit should be made 
from our centers to those hospitals. 

Medical students of the future must be 
taught, as they are not taught now, the 
vital importance of diet in relation to dis- 
ease; and of the power of mind over mat- 
ter in regard to it. They must be taught 
what personality in a physician means to a 
patient. They must be taught that man is 
something more than a conglomeration of 
bones, muscles, and organs, that he is a 
triune being of body, mind and soul, and 
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that when he is sick you must not leave out 
the psychic or spiritual phase of his being. 
We are getting on, though slowly; still, I, 
for one, am optimistic of the future, for, 
after all, I see around me many evidences 
that we are not so gross living as were our 
forefathers; not so intemperate in many 
ways. There is an undoubted tendency to 
refinement in several directions; a desire for 
more culture and less debasing pleasures. 
Our sports and pastimes are not so coarse 
as they were formerly. There is, in fact, 
a greater all-round desire for better social 
and spiritual conditions. There is at the 
present time, in spite still of an enormous 
amount of crime and other coarseness, a 
deep undercurrent and desire for the spirit- 
ualization of life. We are, as a matter of 
fact, more refined and spiritualized than we 
were, say, fifty years ago. This finer but 
more spiritualized condition will, in my 
humble opinion, steadily but surely increase 
until, at length, we shall be lifted into a 
finer phase of being altogether. We began 
as spirits; we were then clothed with mat- 
ter of a coarse kind; but this matter will 
gradually get less and less dense. In other 
words, man had a spiritual and deific origin, 
and he must have a spiritual and deific 
ending 

What justification, perhaps you will ask, 
have we for this hopeful outlook? I an- 
swer: All that Science has done and is 
doing—and all the teachings and the say- 
ings of past prophets and seers and saints. 
All the poets—and they are true prophets— 
have seen a healthier and better age to 
come. Have these no justification for their 
songs of gladness? Have all their thoughts 
been as dreams of ‘the dreamers, visions of 
the visionary? How has it all come into 
their minds unless there is some foundation 
for it all? Shelley says: 
“Oh, man, hold thee on in courage of soul, 

Through the shadowy storms of this 

weary way; 

And the billowy clouds that over thee roll, 

Shall sleep in the light of a wondrous 

day.” 

Is this merely the dream of a dreamer? 
I will not believe it. Rather is it an insight 
into the future. Edward Carpenter talks 
of the time when “We shall drink of the 
wells of peace and rest and sit with all the 
gods in paradise.” Kingsley, Tennyson and 
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others sing of the golden age to come. The 
seers of the Bible speak, of the time when 
there shall be no more pain. Are all these 
dreams of the dreamers? I cannot believe 
it. My old friend, the late Hannah Black- 
well, finished up a beautiful poem “wit 
these words: : 
“And the great future, with triumphant 
song, 

Shall more than fill the boldest prophecy.” 

And in relation to our subject, I would 
ask you to read, if you have the opportun- 
ity, that remarkable book, “The Coming 
Race,” by Bulwer Lytton. This, too, is 
prophetic in many respects. He there de- 
picts a race of mankind living on to a good 
old age, and that in strong, perfect health, 
whilst he tells us, in what seems a touch 
of satire, that amongst the people regular 
practitioners of medicine were very few! 
So that, in looking across the vista of the 
future, projecting my consciousness into 
another day, and looking, as it were, from 
over the hills of time, I can see the first 
streaks of the dawn of a day which shall 
be brighter and better for suffering human- 
ity. I can see the spirit of altruism more 
and more active and all the forces for good 
more operative; so that indeed by all these 
combined forces, we may hope—some day 
at all events, to reach into that happy time 
when all the peoples of the earth shall live 
a healthier life and sing a gladder song.—

The soul hasäts anni- 
versaries, but they are not such as the 
calendar ordains. There are some days that 
can never be forgotten, celebrated by the 
spirit alone and in silence. Days when the 
radiant gates of the morning were thrown 
wide open and forth came the chariot bear- 
ing treasures untold. Many are the holi- 
days of the soul, indescribable, and not 
marked by months and years.”

Il. THe FIRMAMENT. 


The close student of Oahspe should give 
strict attention to the complex meaning of 
the important cosmological word firmament. 
Verse 2 must be understood. Thus Jehovih 
said: “I created the earth, and fashioned it 
and placed it in the firmament.” Firma- 
mentum is a Latin word based on the root 
fiirmus, meaning in English, firm, stable or 
solid, and appears in the Vulgate, or St. 
Jerome’s Latin translation of the Ezra 
bible, made about 400 A. D. The word 
should not be in the Vulgate or any other 
translation. It is equivalent of the Greek 
word “stereoma,” meaning strength, firm- 
ness, rigidity. All, these meanings are 
shown to be wrong by modern astronomy. 
Space is known to be almost entirely empty 
outside of suns, plaucts and moons. True, 
there are millions of meteors, isolated and 
in swarms, and beyond a doubt there are 
aggregations of impalpable cosmical dust in 
space, but these occupy small portions in 
comparison with infinity. 

The very idea of space-solidity is repug- 
nant to astronomical science. The true 
word is the so-called “Hebrew” word rakia. 
“This is regarded as expressive of simple 
expansion; but tre true idea is a complex 
one, taking in the mode by which the ex- 
pansion was effected, and consequently im- 
plying the nature of the material expanded. 
The verb raka means to expand by beating 
together, or beating out metals into thin 
plates.” Thus “Hast thou spread (rather 
hammered) out the sky which is strong, 
and as a molten “looking-glass?” Job, 
xxxvii., 18, the mirror to which Job refers 
being made of metal. The sense of solidity 
therefore is combined with the idea of ex- 
pansion and tenuity in the terms of raka.” 
Smith’s Bible Dictionary, Art. firmament. 
But in other places in the Bible, the exten- 
sion is transparent, and raka has many 
most delicate shades of meaning as of ex- 
tension, expansion, firmness, strength, thin- 


ness and transparency and also as a cosmi- 
cal wall of separation like a roof or floor in 
space. Oahspe presents every possible shade 
of meaning, exalted, refined and awe-in- 
spiring. The idea is wonderful for the 
great telescope here brings into view as it 
were in deep perspective, a pavement, a 
wall, a floor of the sidereal universe. This 
is composed of millions, possibly billions of 
stars, nebulz, and other luminous matter 
in general.

free of terrestrial conditions, and enter eth- 
erean worlds. We are here to learn of mat- 
ter, its laws and its relation to the etherean 
realms. Can the equal be found to verse 
2, in the world’s literature. 


To Es was given dominion over matter.

.is not known at present. 
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both within and without. This fact is one 
of the highly important mentioned in every 
book in Oahspe. These temples, palaces 
and-superb dwellings are as real to their 
inhabitants, as are buildings of steel, con- 
crete and. stone here on earth to us. The 
imagery, the charm, the equisite play of 
colots and witchery of varying forms in thé 
ALL HIGHEST realms in Etherea, are 
often mentioned in other parts of the mag- 
ical Oahspe. These are actually the many 
mansions, the real homes of those able to 
earn rooms and apartments within their 
matchless and splendid walls. Space, then, 
is filled with a greater number of etherean 
worlds than material. And the inhabitants 
so greatly outnumber those on planets made 
of matter that any trial comparison is use- 
less and hopeless. These magnificent worlds 
are independent of material worlds ‘and 
have orbits in space of their own. 

T. No two are alike in size or density. 
Then there is an infinity of variation, yet 
each is supplied. with. matchless glory. 

8. Creation is incessant, so is disintegra- 
tion, Electrons coalesce into form and 
then separate. Atmospherean worlds are 
intermediate and of three degrees of: dens- 
ity, named A’ji, Ji’ay and Nebula. Celes- 
tial fotografs reveal many thousands at 
Nebulas that cannot be seen without sen- 
sitive plates. It is estimated that the part 
of space within range of telescopes con- 
tains 120,000. This was before the mount- 
ing of the great 60-inch Minion on Mt. Wil- 
son. How many more thousands it will 
bring into the view of photographic plates 
Science now 
knows nothing of A’ji and Ji’ay. But space- 
dust which constantly falls on the earth 
may be what Oahspe means by these two 
new words. The most powerful spectro- 
scopes reveal that Nebulas are composed 
of gas or matter in’ other forms not so rare 
as gas, perhaps granular, which have the 
property of emitting light. These Nebulas 
are beautiful objects as seen in the great 
telescope in this observatory. They look 
like patches, distorted masses, irregular 
areas, spirals, disks, wisps and spray of 
faint pearly light. f 

9. The chief revelation,-of that mighty 
engine of research, the telespectroscope is 
that all suns are composed of the same 
phases of matter that are commonly called 
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the original chemical elements. And all 
these, glowing at fervent heat in the stars, 
are identical with those forming the earth. 
The analysis of stellar light therefore 
teaches that the visible universe—the seen 
is made one structure a mighty unit. The 
spectroscope is an instrument of most re- 
fined and accurate research. It receives 
light from any source, separates the diverse 
rays, analyzes them-and decides at once by 
changeless rules what element is emitting 
the radiant light. This seems to be beyond 
the power of man, to be able to tell what 
elements are incandescent in distant suns, 
but the fact and proof of the fact, are both 
set on rock-hewn mathematical foundations. 
Thus suns, planets, moons, comets, meteors, 
dust in space and nebulas are all composed 
of the same kinds of matter—or perhaps 
strictly speaking—one kind only, since it 
seems that science is on the eve of assert- 
ing that nothing exists but electrons.

I awoke in the midnight and could 
sleep no longer.

And 
now at midnight, my gloomy thoughts were 
associating themselves in thunderstorms of 
pessimism. So long as I continue to think 
—or allow my thoughts to discharge them- 
selves in my brain and nerves in this fash- 
ion, I mused, all these nervous disturbances 
are likely to continue. In a fit of despera- 
tion I finally exclaimed, I will control, and, 
if possible, deny entrance into my mind of 
these thoughts of trouble. Not every 
thought that saith unto. me “Lord?” 
“Lord ;” shall enter into the mental heav- 
ens of my soul. Not every thought! Not 
every thought! I will alter the direction 
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of the spirit—and gravity of my own mind 


— of my own soul—of my own thoughts— 
of the cerebral currents of my own brain. 
Then by an effort of introspection, I in- 
tellectually slanted my poor troubled earth- 
soul into spiritual gravity with the Sun of 
Righteousness. 

Slowly a divine, ineffable peace that pass- 
eth understanding filled my soul, as laying 
on my pillow and looking out of the win- 
dow. I noticed that a pitiless north wind 
was blowing the branches of the leafless 
maples athwart the unfeeling sky, and the 
yellow street lights were bravely gleaming 
through the ice and sleet and wintry heav- 
ens. My head ceased to ache, as I contin- 
ued to think of Him—of Him—of Him— 
“who desireth not the death of a sinner, 
but rather that he may turn from his wick- 
edness and live.” In a true (yet to earthly 
ears silent) „sense, my soul came before 
“His presence with a song.” On through 
the long midnight hour I bid my ascending 
devotional thought currents continue their 
spiritual ascent, until finally a religious 
height was reached at which the painful 
nervous presence of my troubled ideas fell 
short of the joyous mental pressure of all 
the surrounding intellectual regions of my 
own soul. As my soul neared the Son of 
Righteousness—when it reached those up- 
per currents of meditation—how quickly I 
realized a diminished trouble-pressure on 
my nerves, in these higher divine regions. 
Down far, far, far beneath me, rolled the 
black clouds of my old social shames; those 
moral thunderstorms of social fear. Verily, 
the cirri of divine promise, I saw shooting 
from out the tops of the black rain clouds 
of trouble in all mental directions. Those 
very clouds, which an hour before, obscured 
my faith-vision of the Sun of Righteous- 
ness. Why should I throw the first or the 
last stone at her, I mused, for have we 
not all erred and strayed from His ways 
like lost sheep? Lo, Those cumulus clouds 
of social shame, drifting beneath me from 
windward, and from which has fallen the 
penitential copious rainfall of my repentant 
grief—shames divinely forgiven—did they 
not have their origin in the sultry passion- 
ate heat of my sin—of my irrationalism—of 
my unwise attachment? And thus His 
thoughts—His words—cured me. Why 
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did my head ache? Why was my 
nervous system a-shiver as I harbored 
the thoughts which He had forgiven 
and forgotten? Simply because of the 
psycho-physiological fact that where there 
is a disordered movement of' thoughts 
in the mind, there is a corresponding disor- 
dered cerebral vibration in the brain and 
nerves, and disorder of this kind always 
means pain and disease. How much suffer- 
ing the soul could save herself if she would 
but note the diurnal march of sensibility 
in the nerves, as caused by her own emo- 
tional dispositions to sin. All of these gales 
and hurricanes of the soul—with their cor- 
responding sufferings through the nerves— 
imply in their origin a spiritual, atmospher- 
ic disturbance of our emotions, perceptions 
and conceptions, in their gravitating rela- 
tions to the Sun of the Soul. 

And this—as I understand it—is the prin- 
ciple of the Immanuel Movement, so far as 
the relation of our own emotional thinking 
as the cause of our own painful nervous- 
ness is concerned. :

Men- 
tal dust-storms are obscuring thy vision of 
God! See, O my Soul, yonder well-marked 
analogues of thy mental whirlwinds of 
fearful thoughts, in the dust storms of 
India, of Arabia, of Africa. Thou hast 
possibly forgotten—for the moment—He, 
“who desireth not the death of a sinner, 
but rather that he may turn from his 
wickedness and live.” These are the words 
of those who love thee, O my Soul!

Physical Phenomena at a Private Circle.

A fortnight ago I heard that, at a private 
circle of spiritualists in a New England 
town, a table had been bodily lifted from 
the floor with no contact but that of fingers 
to its upper surface. The rarity of the 
case induced me to make a visit to the town 
in question, where I have had three sittings 
with the circle and from whence I now 
write. 

The circle is composed of solid citizens 
of tke town and their wives or sisters. 
They have sat weekly for a couple of years, 
and impressed me as perfectly sincere and 
earnest in their quest of facts. They used 
a four-cornered and four-legged table of 
wood, thirteen pounds in weight, on the 
center of which a revolving disc twenty 
inches in diameter, bearing an alphabet, has 
been pivoted. The disc revolves with a 
minimum of friction, and an index hand, 
pivoted independently, points to the letters 
and spells messages. The sitters’ fingers 
may be placed on the edges of the table an 
inch below the disc or on the disc itself. 
To avoid too much pressure on the rotating 
disc, a ring or rail of thick brass wire has 
been adjusted to the corners of the table, 
surrounding the disc at four inches’ dis- 
tance, on which the wrists of those present 
may rest while they lay their finger tips on 
the disc. This ring slides with a moderate 
friction through four brass collars which 
sustain it, and which themselves are sus- 
tained by brass stems screwed to the angles 
of the table. The disc and the ring are 
thus concentric. (I go into these details 
about the ring, for reasons which will ap- 
pear presently.) 

For nearly three years nothing happened 
at this circle but answers to questions by 
tipping, and messages spelt out by the disc. 
No one present seemed. to be exclusively 
the medium, though one lady, absent from 
town at the time of my visit, was consid- 
ered to have the most “power.” 


I. 


Of the first physical phenomenon I got 
only oral testimony. This was the fact on 
two occasions, in the autumn of 1907, of 
explosive sounds as “loud as a pistol shot,” 
seeming to occur each time in the room 
where the sitting was being held. On one 
occasion the sound was repeated seven 
times. On the other, the sitting being held 
in a house a couple of miles distant from 
the first one, it occurred but once. It was 
entirely unexpected and unexplained, seems 
to have startled everyone very much, and 
all present believed that it was spiritual. 


II. 


The second physical phenomenon obtained 
by the circle was the following: I copy the 
account from the diary of the circle’s pro- 
ceedings, under date of November 24th, 
1907. 

“At this meeting we at first took large 
center table, placed ordinary finger-bowls 
on table, one for each person, and partly 
filled with water. Mrs. M.’s bowl moved 
with just her fingers in the water, not 
touching the bowl in any way. Made intel- 
ligent movements, moving towards Mr. R. 
when asked. Other bowls also moved, but 
fingers had to be in contact with them in 
some manner.” 

The five witnesses have signed their 
names to this record for me. They say that 
the bowl “waltzed round the edge of tHe 
table,” that they had tried the experiment 
on other evenings, but that this was the 
only attempt that succeeded. 


III. 


The next phenomenon of the kind which 
happened is given in the following account 
which I wrote down from the oral testi- 
mony of seven of the eight” witnesses, and 
to which all but the absent one have ap- 
pended their signature, though ‘they are 
willing to have these printed.

“On the night of November 19th, 1908, 
we, the undersigned, were having a sitting 
round the table used for many months in 
our experiments. (The table I have de- 
scribed above-—W. J.) 

“On the occasion in question our finger- 
tips were all resting on the top of the disc, 
so that they could not possibly exert any 
lifting force whatever on the table. The 
hands of Mrs. B. alone were in the air, a 
few inches above the center of the disc. 
After some of the usual tiltings of the 
table, with two or three of the legs off the 
ground, it rose gently and with all four legs 
off the ground to the height of six inches or 
more, to the great surprise of all of us, and 
remained in the air two or three seconds, 
subsiding slowly to the ground. 

“Some said that the sensation ot resist- 
ance to their fingers was as if the table 
were supported by a spiral spring. 

“Immediately after this a message was 
spelt out, ordering Mrs. B. to join her 
hands above the table with those of Mr. D. 
The same phenomenon was then repeated 
twice over, the table rising the last time to 
what seemed to be ten inches from the 
floor.” (Here follow the signatures.) - 

IV. 

My own first visit was on Thursday, De- 
cember 3, 1908. (Thursday is the night on 
which the circle habitually sits.) Eight 
persons, counting myself, were present, 
three women, five men. 

We sat at first with our fingers on the 
solid table beneath the disc, and various 
tippings came. Then, with our wrists or 
palms on the ring and our fingers on the 
disc various messages were spelled. 

Mrs. B., whose fifth sitting it was, had 
her fingers automatically jerked away 
whenever she placed them on the disc. This 
had happened previously; and, during the 
previous lifting of the table on November 
19th, she had held her hands in the air 
some inches above the disc. She kept them 
in that situation on this present occasion 
wherever we made attempts to have the 
table ‘lifted. Such attempts were several 
times repeated, but with no success. 

On the controls then being asked wheth- 
er they could not make the disc rotate with- 
out contact, they spelt “no.” 

Suddenly, while we were sitting with our 
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wrists on the brass ring and our fingers on 
the disc, which turned and spelled, we per- 
ceived that the ring or rail itself was mov- 
ing. It had never done this on any previous 
evening. The phenomenon was conse- 
quently unexpected, and seemed to strike 
all preseùt with surprise. 

Some one immediately suggested that all 


‘ wrists should be lifted, and then, in bril- 


liant light, and no one’s hands in any way | 
in contact with the rail, our fingers, how- ‘ 
ever, resting on the disc, we all distinctly 
saw the rail or ringslide slowly and for 
several inches through the collars, as if 
Spontaneously. 

We then stuck a mark upon the ring to 
make its motion more obvious, and repeated 
five or six times the experiment, the same 
result ensuing, though more slightly each 
time. It always took the contact of our 
wrists to start the rail, but ifs motion con- 
tinued when the contact ceased. This was 
not from its acquired momentum, for we 
ascertained that the friction of the collars 
which held the rail stopped instantly every 
motion imparted voluntarily by the hand. 

On the succeeding Saturday and Sunday 
evenings, we sat again (one of the ladies 
being absent), but nothing but the usual 
tilting of the table and spelling of messages 
occurred. 

So much for the “record,” which all 
present have signed. It will be observed 
that all the phenomena reported (save the 
movements of the finger bowl) were unex- 
pected and startling to the spectators. The 
explosions and the table’s rising seem to 
have been eminently so, and to have made 
a great impression. 

On December 3rd, when the ring re- 
volved, the conditions of observation were 
perfect, the light (from an electric chande- 
lier just overhead) being brilliant, and the 
phenomena being slow enough, and often 
enough repeated, to leave my own mind in 
no doubt at the time as to what was wit- 
nessed. I was quite convinced that I saw 
that no hand was on the ring while it was 
moving. The maximum length of its path 
under these circumstances was fully six 
inches. With this conviction that I saw 
all there was to see, I have to confess that 
I am surprised that the phenomenon affect- 
ed me emotionally so little. ly may add, 
as a psychological fact, that now, after four 
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days’ interval, my mind seems strongly in- 
clined not to “count” the observation, as if 
it were too exceptional to have been prob- 
able. I have only once before seen an 
object moved “paradoxically,” and then the 
conditions were unsatisfactory. But I have 
supposed that if I could once see the same 
thing “satisfactorily,” the levee by which 
scientific opinion protects nature would be 
cracked for me, and I should be as one 
watching an incipient overflow of the Mis- 
sissippi of the supernatural into the fields 
of orthodox culture. I find, however, that 
I look on nature with unaltered eyes today, 
and that my orthodox habits tend to ex- 
trude this would-be levee-breaker: It forms 
too much of an exception. 

Nevertheless, in the somewhat scandal- 
ously divided state of opinion about Eusapia 
Paladino, I think that every approach to 
similar phenomena observed anywhere 
ought to be recorded. It may be that the 
frequeney rather than the quality of the 
records, will establish their “case.” 

The closing remarks as given above by 
Prof. Wm. James reminds the editor of 
Tue Sretrar Ray of a seance held in 
the presence of President Lincoln. A num- 
ber of intelligent people were assembled 
in a well-lighted room on this occasion 
when a large piano began to rise from the 
floor without human contact. After this 
occurred a number of times a skeptical gen- 
tleman remarked that he could not accept 
the evidence of his own cyes, and believed 
that all present were hypnotized, or in oth- 
er words that the piano did not move. Mr. 
Lincoln immediately remarked: “My friend 
shove your toe under the foot of the piano 
while the instrument is moving up and 
down from the floor; this will be con- 
vincing evidence to you thatòyou are not 
hypnotized.” Preconceived opinions are 
the barriers which have retarded the pro- 
gress of the human race since time imme- 
morial. - 

Why not accept the evidence of his own 
senses substantiated by those of the seven 
others present? Preconceived opinions. 

The dropping of one apple from Isaac 
Newton’s hand proved indubitably the law 
of gravitation, and all the apples that have 
fallen from that day to this have not fur- 
ther demonstrated the existence of this 
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law. One fact properly substantiated can- 
not be controverted. 

Franklin’s kite tapped the electric cur- 
rents. What stupendous results have come 
from that one crude experiment. Franklin 
would have been overwhelmed could he 
have realized what his discoveries have 
meant to the world. And may not the facts 
witnessed by Prof. James if demonstrating 
the continuity of life prove to be of vastly 
greater good to humanity than Franklin’s 
experiment with the clouds?

“But there is still the intermediate stone 
wall, at each side of which we and you are 
striving to force communication—the par- 
tition at times so very thin. 

“The inevitable frauds that are blended 
with so much of this sort of thing are more 
harmful by reason of the effect they have 
upon earnest inquirers than upon actual 
skeptics—in inverse proportion—the sincere 
student dreading to become a victim of 
self-deception, goes to the other extreme, 
and a barrier of what I may term intensely 
materialistic mentality is erected. The eyes 
of the soul are blinded at once—for it is 
only when the physical is sightless that the 
secrets of the Spirit are revealed. ý 

“This condition of intense passivity, so 
different from dull credulity, is difficult to 
acquire, but it is part of what is meant by 
developing or training the psychic gift. 
Then exceeding regularity, for there 1s a 
spiritual ‘nervous system’ somewhat akin 
to that of the physical body, but much more 
acute, therefore more intensely responsive. 
Perfect health, too, is a necessary con- 
comitant. As the spirit dominates the body 
it will more and more purify its earthly 
tenement. 

“It is owing to ignorance that pre- 
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arranged tests are generally failures, be- 
cause arranged under conditions of ignor- 
ance of the laws obtaining here, which we 
only learn when we come and strive so 
earnestly to make known. 
“The result of all—— 

“The immortality of the soul? Yes— 
nothing: created is ever lost—matter is dis- 
integrated—becomes transmuted into dif- 
ferent forces—the soul survives all change, 
and preserves inviolate its own separate 
individuality, an everlasting Ego, of infinite 
capacity for union with the Spirit’ of all 
things, becoming more perfect by greater 
extension and diversity of sympathies, until 
no part of it remains unblended with its 
complement.”

Swedenborg’s Method of Gaining Ac- 
cess to the Spirit World.

The following is an extract from an ar- 
ticle by this eminent writer, entitled “Some 
Great Seers,” in the January number of 
Harbinger of Light: ; . 

“A careful perusal of the lives of spiritual 
seers of every age, including Jacob Boehme 
and William Blake, is enjoined on all who 
wish to arrive at a rational view of these 
psychic developments. In hi “Spiritual 
Diary” contained in “Life and Mission of 
Em. Swedenborg,” by Benj. Worcester, of 
which a sixth edition was issued last year 
in Boston, Swedenborg says: “If we care- 
fully attend to profound thoughts we shall 
find that when we draw breath a host of 
ideas rush from beneath as through an 
opened door into the sphere of thought— 
whereas when we hold the breath and slow- 
ly let it out we communicate as it were with 
the higher faculty of the soul; as I have 
observed in my own person times without 
number. Retaining or holding the breath 
is equivalent,” says Swedenborg, “to having 
intercourse with the soul. * * * In this 


way for many years from infancy I was 
introduced into such breathing, especially 
through intense speculation, * * * Then 
afterwards, when heaven was opened so 
that I spoke with spirits, I breathed so com- 
pletely in this way that I did not. take in a 
breath for the space of about an hour, only; 
just enough air being drawn to enable me 
to think.” It was in 1744 that the great 
change occurred in Swedenborg’s life, when 
he was 56 years of age. It is referred to by 
himself as “the opening of my spiritual 
sight,” “my introduction to the spiritual 
world.” From this time he gave up all 
worldly learning and labored solely to ex- 
pound spiritual things. He gives a detailed 
account of the first time a spirit appeared 
to him, and his whole experience attests the 
reality of his heavenly visions. Shortly 
before Swedenborg’s death in 1772 he wrote 
to John Wesley, then in the midst of his 
evangelising labors in London, to say that 
“he had been informed in the world of 
spirits that Mr. Wesley desired to see him, 
and that he would be pleased to have him 
call.” It is related by one present when the 
letter arrived that John Wesley read it with 
evident astonishment, and then, after a 
pause, read it to those present. It runs as 
follows: “Sir,—I have been informed in 
the world of spirits that you have a strong 
desire to converse with me. I shall be hap- 
py to see you if you will favor me with a 
visit. I am, Sir, your humble servant, 
Emanuel Swedenborg.” John Wesley 
frankly stated that he had been strongly im- 
pressed with a desire to see and converse 
with Swedenborg, but had never mentioned 
that desire to anyone. He wrote Sweden- 
borg that on his return to London he would 
call, being then too pressed to do so. Swed- 
enborg replied that “the visit would be too 
late, as he should go into the world of 
spirits on the 29th day of the next month, 
never to return.” This prophecy was ful- 
filled by Swedenborg’s death on March 29th, 
and Wesley never met him.

We are 
indebted to the celebrated astronomer, Neri, 
Maskelyne, born in London the sixth day 
of October, six o’clock and thirty-one min- 
utes A. M., in the year seventeen hundred 
and thirty-two, for the nautical almanac 
which he began to publish in seventeen 
hundred and sixty-seven. This most im- 
portant almanac has been continued up to 
the present time by the government.

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Are Saturn's Rings Going to Pieces? 


Suppose that the earth were surrounded 
above the equator with a system of several 
vast concentric rings, very broad in pro- 
portion to their thickness, and composed of 
an innumerable multitude of small bodies, 
each moving independently of all the oth- 
ers, like wild pigeons in a flight or like 
bees in a swarm (writes a science journal). 
And suppose, moreover, that these bodies 
were continually coming into collision with 
one another, and consequently being forced, 
some of them, to descend towards the 
earth, and others to move outwards into 
space. Those which descended would 
eventually fall upon the earth, and if their 
number were sufficiently great this would 
form a continual rain of meteorites, falling 
along the line of the equator. Those which 
were driven outward, on the contrary, 
would tend finally to consolidate into satel- 
lites, and thus the earth would have a con- 
stantly increasing flock of little moons at- 
tending it. 


Now, this strange condition of things ap- 
pears on saturn, according to the latest ob- 
servations reported by Professor Garrett 
P. Serviss. The famous rings of that planet 
have been well known since the time of 
Galileo, and they have given rise to many 
speculations, because they are a unique 
phenomenon, whose like is not to be seen 
elsewhere in the heavens. That they were 
undergoing changes has long been regard- 
ed as certain, but the evidence that they 
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are eventually to disappear has never be- 
fore been made so clear. For the tele- 
scopic observer the disappearance of sa- 
turn’s rings would be the removal of the 
most remarkable “show” object in the sky. 

In the light of the recent observations, 
the rings of saturn become the scene of 
the most bewildering activities. This planet 
has ten known moons situated at various 
distances beyond the rings. Not only is it 
probable that some of the nearer of these 
moons have been created from the rings, 
but the moons, in turn, react upon the 
rings and distort them by tidal action. 

These billions of little bodies, pouring in 
vast streams around the great planet, feel 
at the same time the strain of the attrac- 
tion of the gigantic central globe, the dis- 
turbing pulls of the ten moons outside, and 
the infinitely varying forces that they exert 
upon one another. They are in a state of 
unending agitation. They are like a series 
of three or four armies marching rapidly 
in parallel circles, but continually in dis- 
order internally, the members jostling, 
pushing, pulling, contending, and crossing 
the gaps between the line—a scene more 
disorderly than the march of the disor- 
ganized Huns devastating the territory of 
an enemy and struggling with one an- 
other for the booty. Such a spectacle of 
vast confusion, if one could watch it near 
by, would overwhelm the observer with 
dismay. It would seem to him as if the 
universe were in a jumble and falling to 
pieces. 

And yet, closer observation would show 
that, after all, law reigns among the dis- 
orderly masses. The meteoric tides regu- 
larly swell and recede, the jostling bodies 
meet and part and go on their way, the 
greater number continue to circle in their 
orbits, though following crooked and stag- 
gering paths, while some continually es- 
cape into outer space to join the moons. 
and others travel inwards to become aero- 
lites descending upon the planet. 

Some think that the earth once had a 
similar, though far less extensive, entour- 
age of rings, which long ago disappeared, 
leaving their marks on the one hand in 
the form of huge meteors found scattered 
over the globe, and on the other hand in 
the countless cavities that pit the surface 
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of the moon. It is a comparatively new and 
unexplored chapter in the history of cre-

Repairing The Body
